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Dec l sl --The United 
States plans to release at 
least 100 inmates from 
the Guantanamo Bay 
detention camp in the 
coming weeks, according 
to media reports.

A military spokeswoman 
told the Associated Press 
agency that transfers were 
due to take place - but 
declined to expand. 
Another US official - 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity - told AP that 
more than 100 men and 
boys would be freed from 
US custody, starting from 
the end of December. 

A report in Time magazine 
puts the numbers of those 
due for release at 140. 

They are "the easiest 20%", 


a military official told the 
magazine. 

The camp was set up in 
January 2002, to detain 
suspected supporters of al- 
Qaeda and the Afghan 
Taliban. 


The United States has 
already released 88 
inmates - although many 
were re-arrested in their 
home countries. 

On Wednesday the head of 
the camp said the three 
youngest detainees - aged 
13 to 15 - would be 
transferred soon, but gave 
no date. In a separate 
development, the London 
newspaper The Observer 
on Sunday reported that 
the UK and the United 
States were close to a deal 
to send nine British 
detainees home. 

The US Supreme Court 
has agreed to decide if 
foreign nationals can use 
US courts to challenge 
their continued detention.

- A fact-finding mission of 
the United Nations Security 
Council’s permanent 

representatives for 

Afghanistan has rejected the 
allegation by certain 
disgruntled elements about 
Pakistan's involvement in 
the internal affairs of 
Afghanistan. 

The mission, who conducted 
a detailed visit to Kabul 
recently, has submitted its 
report to the Security 
Council in New York. The 
report has no mention of 
Pakistan's interference in 
the internal affairs of 
Afghanistan. 

Foreign Secretary Riaz 
Hussain Khokhar had to 
proceed to New York to 
explain Islamabad's point of 


view to the commission on 
the subject. The commission 
has expressed satisfaction 
over Pakistan's position and 
mailed a copy of the report to 
Islamabad. Diplomatic 
sources confided to The News 
that the report has four salient 
features with comprehensive 
recommendations. 

The foremost 

recommendation of the 
mission is withdrawal of all 
militia factions from Kabul, 
which will facilitate secure 
and safe movement of the 
people belonging to all shades 
of views in the capital city of 
Afghanistan. The report 
covers alternative 

arrangements for Kabul's 
security. 

The second recommendation 
is regarding reformation of 
overall security system of 


Afghanistan. Under this 
point the report has 
recommended revamping ol 
army and other law enforcing 
agencies directly linked with 
the safety and security 
matters. 

The third point of the report 
deals with expansion ol 
ISAF so that it could help 
establish authority of the 
central government in areas 
other than capital. The last 
and fourth point has asked 
for controlling re-emergence 
of Taliban. 

Sources said the mission 
could not find any evidence 
pertaining to Pakistan's 
interference in that country. 
The elements which are 
working for the Indian 
interest tried to misguide the 
mission in order to malign 
Islamabad and create 
difficulties for Pakistan. 


US to Meet Mid-East Plan Authors 


US Secretary of State 
Colin Powell has said he 
intends to meet the 
authors of an unofficial 
peace plan for the Middle 
East, despite opposition 
from Israel. Mr Powell 
said he had a right to 
meet anyone with ideas 
on advancing peace 
between Israel and the 
Palestinians. He was 
responding to a rare rebuke 


by Israel's deputy prime 
minister, who said such a 
move would be a "mistake". 
The Israeli Government has 
rejected the Geneva plan - the 
Palestinian Authority has 
given it only lukewarm 
support. The plan, launched 
on Monday by Israeli and 
Palestinian political figures, 
calls for the establishment of 
a Palestinian state, and the 
dismantling of most Jewish 
settlements. It grants Israel 


the right to decide how man) 
Palestinian refugees can 
return to Israel. The US State 
Department said Mr Powell 
was expected to meet the

Only a lack of technical 
expertise is stopping al- 
Qaida from carrying out a 
chemical or biological 
attack, a United Nations 
report has warned. 

The report said al-Qaida 
ideology had continued to 
spread, raising the spectre 
of further attacks. 

Sanctions against al- 
Qaida were proving 
difficult to implement 
fully, the UN panel of 
experts said. And they 
warned that United 
Nations member stales 
were not doing enough to 
crack down on terror 
groups. 

"Many of al-Qaida's 
sources of funding have 
not yet been uncovered or 
blocked," the report said. 

"Al-Qaida continues to 
have access to funds 
'through charities, deep- 
; pocket donors and from 


business 


criminal 


activities, including the 
drug trade." 

Michael Chandler, who 
chairs the UN monitoring 
group, said he did not think 
a biological attack was 
necessarily imminent. But 
he told the BBC's World 
Today program the signs 
were there that al-Qaida 
wanted to use such tactics. 

"It is probably the fact that 
they are looking for some 
technical means of 
dispersion rather than 
actually the stuff itself," he 
said. "The ingredients are 
available if they want to 
get hold of them." 
Until now the monitoring 
committee has relied on 
UN member states to 
volunteer information 
about how they are limiting 
the activities of al-Qaida 
and associated groups. But 
fewer than half of all 
member states are co¬ 
operating and even the 


quality of the information 
provided by those states is 
being questioned, the UN 
report said. It called on the 
UN Security Council to 
pass a resolution that 
would compel nations to 
co-operate more fully. 

"Without a much tougher 
and more comprehensive 
resolution... little or no 
progress will be achieved 
with regard to the 
sanctions regime imposed 
on Osama Bin Laden, al- 
Qaida, the Taliban, their 
associates and associated 
entities," the report said. 

The report said that while 
great importance had been 
attached to limiting the 
movement of al-Qaida 
operatives between 

countries, so far not a 
single UN member state 
had presented any 
evidence of the arrest or 
detention of such people at 
border crossings.

Mr Karzai told The Times 
newspaper he had received 
information that Mullah 
Omar was spotted praying 
in a mosque. There have 
been no confirmed sightings 
of him since the Afghan war 
ended.

As the supreme leader of

The latest reported sighting of 
the cleric comes nearly two 
years after the last Taliban 
stronghold fell to US-backcd 
forces in Afghanistan. 
President Karzai told the 
London-based Times 

newspaper that Quetta was a 
stronghold for fighters 
opposing the coalition forces. 
He called on Pakistan's 
President Musharraf to 
prevent hard-line Islamic 


groups in the city from 
supporting those responsible 
for the recent upsurge in 
violence in Afghanistan, 
which has left more than 400 
people dead in the past four 
months. But Pakistani 
Information Minister Sheikh 
Rashid Ahmed denied the 
report of the sighting and 
said it was "irresponsible". 

"There's no truth in this 
report. We want good 
relations with Afghanistan. 
We supported them when 
they needed our help. We are 
still supporting them in the 
fight against terrorism, he 
told The Associated Press.

(AP) - The lone woman 
among a group of American 
Muslims who tried to ally 
themselves with the Taliban 
was sentenced Monday to 
three years in prison. 

October Martinique Lewis, 
26, was convicted of wiring 
money to her husband and 
a group of men who tried to 
cross into Afghanistan in 
2001 to aid the Taliban in 
their fight against U.S.

"My heart never internalized 
a hurt so bad that tears are 


insufficient to explain how it 
feels to be called a terrorist 
by my fellow Americans," said 
Lewis, whose traditional 
Muslim garb covered all but 
her face. "Even so, I refuse to 
be bitter. Love and peace 
remain unyielding in my 
heart." 

U.S. Attorney Charles Gorder 
said the sentence reflected 
Lewis' cooperation in the 
case, and would also send a 
message that, "it is not 
appropriate to send funds to 
people engaged in illegal 
acts."

Feuding warlords in 
northern Afghanistan 
handed over tanks and 
cannons to the fledgling 
national army Tuesday in a 
move greeted by war-weary 
residents as a chance for 
peace after more than two 
decades of fighting. 

The region around the 
northern city of Mazar-e- 
Sharif has been plagued by 
violence between two 
powerful factions who 
helped the United States 
drive the Taliban from 
power two years ago. 

But after the latest burst of 
deadly fighting in October 
drew the ire of the central 
government, factional 
leaders agreed to a truce 
brokered by British 
peacekeepers that included 
the impounding of their big 
guns. 

At Gondi Volga, a former 
Soviet ir. ary base some 
19 miles east of Mazar-e- 
Sharif. officials inspected 
the first results of that 
month-old accord: dozens of 
tanks, cannons, rocket 
launchers and anti-aircraft 
batteries from the fighters of 
Atta Mohammed, lined up 
in a dusty § field. 
Gen. Ishaq Noori. leading a 
delegation from the 
Ministry of Defense in 
Kabul to the base Monday. • 


said a similar compound to 
the west of Mazar was filled 
with heavy cannons and other 
weapons collected from 
Abdul Rashid Dostum, 
Mohammed's rival. 

A battalion of troops from the 
new U.S.-trained Afghan 
National Army was at each 
site to guard the weapons, 
Noori said. 

"Everything is calm. There 
have been no negative 
reactions," he said. "This is 
very important for the 
national army and lor security 
and peace in this province." 

Taming regional warlords and 
helping their fighters disarm 
and return to civilian life is 
seen as crucial to extending 
the influence of President 
Hamid Karzai's weak central 
government and encouraging 
rebuilding in one of the 
world's poorest nations. 

In the south Monday, an 
Afghan soldier fighting 
alongside U.S. forces was 
killed in a clash with 
guerillas, the U.S. military 
said Tuesday. 

The U.S.-led patrol 
exchanged fire with 
unidentified rebels near an 
American base al Deli 
Rawood in Uruzgan province, 
said Maj. Richard Sater. a 
U.S. military spokesman. 
No coalition soldiers were 
killed or injured in the clash. 


Sater told reporters at the 
U.S. military headquarters at 
Bagram, north of the capital 
Kabul. 

Some 11.700 soldiers from 
the United States and other 
countries face stiffening 
resistance from suspected 
Taliban and a I-Qaida 

guerillas, who regularly 
attack their patrols and bases 
as well as Afghan troops and 
officials. 

In the U.N.-sponsored 
disarmament program, 
hundreds of soldiers have 
also handed in guns, rockets 
and tanks in Kunduz, another 
northern city, and at Gardez 
near the Pakistani border. 

Eventually, the Ministry of 
Defense and its sponsors 
hope to disarm and 
decommission 100.000 
Afghan militia members as it 
creates a new army and 
police force, though only 
6.000 of the new troops are 
armed so far. 

Mazar-e-Sharif residents said 
they wanted an end to 
warlord power. 

"We have seen a lot of 
Fighting here and we are fed 
up." said Zulgai, a 52-year- 
old taxi driver who uses only 
one name. "We want the 
United States and the United 
Nations to disarm the whole 
of the north and to provide 
the people with jobs."
